We don’t 
want too great a proportion of the na¬ 
tional wealth to get.ipto too few hands 
as has happeneh.already, and is happen¬ 
ing more and more.)? We don’t want out 
laws, or the breach of them, to give an 
unfair advantage to the very rich who 
^ant to be richer, at the cost of the poor. 
But to fortunes legitimately’won by men 
fit to win them, and who merely levy a 
lawful tribute on benefits conferred on 
the community, we have no objection at 
aB- Such fortunes are the signs of gen¬ 
eral prosperity. We like to see them 
and admire the spending of them 
n the Same spirit in which we admire 
the lavish diffusion of sunshine. There 
>s no objection to riches, then, provided 
the right men gather, them in the right 
■ways.

A SAWING MACHINE. 

How the Farmer Gan Easily Construct 
One to Cut Up His Stove 
Wood. 

I built this saw to cut a year’s sup¬ 
ply of wood when -J found that run¬ 
ning a bucksaw was not easy work, 
explains a writer in the Farm and 
Home. I made the frame ot good 
hardwood and had a blacksmith make 
the brace rods and bought a 1 1 - 1 C 





- HOME-MADE POWER SAW. 
in. steel shaft, 4 ft, long for $1. I had 
a machinist turn it down and put on 
collar for saw' belt and also cut threads 
for a nut to attach saw. This cost 
$2,50, Fi'dm an old thresherroan 1 se¬ 
cured a pair of boxes and also 16 ft. 
of old belting, and out of a junk pile 
took a G in. pulley for the belt at a 
total cost Of $6,60. 

I bought a 30 in, saw for $8.60 from 
a firm advertising in F, and H, ( and 
when complete I ran the saw with an 
old eight-horse power, which cost f- 2 b. 
I then took a partner and we got 76c 
per hour for cutting wood. I cut my 
own supply in a short while and later 
was able to cut considerable wood 
for my neighbors.

MYSTERIOUS CASE 

Solved by Persistent efforts of 
Robert C, Fgster. 

The law firm of Foster & Foster 
of this city has made good progress 
in the solution of a myste y which 
bids fair to result in Port’and heirs 
of John Stinson, of San Francisco, 
recovering a considerable fertune. 
Mr. Stinson will be remembered by 
many in this city as for many years 
previous to 1S97 he eaGh year visit¬ 
ed relatives here. Since that time 
nothing had been heard of him by 
Mrs. Connor, an only sister, who re 
sides at 53 Sheridan street in this 
city, until the startling announce¬ 
ment was made by Robert C, Foster, 
junior member of Foster & Foster, 
that he had discovered facts prov¬ 
ing be}'ond a doubt that Stinson was 
murdered and that his body was 
found in Stow Lake, Golden Gate 
Park, Sept. 6, 189S.

The picture 
of the person found dead at Stow 
Lake has been identified and various 
ai tides of clothing etc., prove be¬ 
yond a doubt that Stinson was that 
man. -Mr. .Foster, with the San 
Francises -attorneys, has ferreted 
out fabts which go to prove that ihe 
.man was foully dealt with and de¬ 
tectives are now at work on the case 
with a good prospect rhat the re¬ 
sponsible parties will be run down. 
After quite a legal battle permission 
wa-i given Mr. Foster to open the 
, safe deposit vault in the Union 
Trust Co., but nothing of value • was 
found. This adds to the mystery 
and makes the problem even more 
difficult than at first suspected- 
However, the case is now we’l ‘in 
hand and through the persistent 
efforts of Mr. Foster the Portland 
heirs expect to come into possession 
of what rightfully belongs to them.
